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DETAILED ACTION 

Claims 1-4, 6-11, 14, 19 and 20 are pending in the application. 

This action is in response to applicants' amendment filed September 25, 2008. 
Claims 5, 12, 13 and 15 have been canceled. 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's amendments filed September 25, 2008 have been fully considered with 
the following effect: 

1 . The applicants' amendments and arguments are sufficient to overcome the 
objections to the specification labeled paragraph 6) in the last office action, which are 
hereby withdrawn. 

2. With regards to the provisional obviousness-type double patenting rejection as 
being unpatentable over copending Application No. 10/524,482 of the last office action, the 
applicants' requested that upon the allowance of the base invention, the Applicants will 
consider filing a Terminal Disclaimer in one of the applications. 

Claims 1 -4, 6-11, 14, 19 and 20 are provisionally rejected under the judicially 
created doctrine of obviousness-type double patenting as being unpatentable over the 
claims of copending Application No. 10/524,482, for reasons of record. 

3. With regards to the provisional obviousness-type double patenting rejection as 
being unpatentable over copending Application No. 10/583,576 of the last office action, the 
applicants' stated that the present application is earlier filed and after entry of this 
response, will have no other rejection outstanding. However, in view of the provisional 
obviousness-type double patenting rejection maintained above the instant application is 
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not in condition for allowance at this time and thus the rejection will not be withdrawn at 
this time and thus will be held in abeyance at this time. 

Claims 1-4, 6-11, 14, 19 and 20 are provisionally rejected under the judicially 
created doctrine of obviousness-type double patenting as being unpatentable over the 
claims of copending Application No. 10/583,576, for reasons of record. 

In view of the amendment dated September 25, 2008, the following new grounds of 
rejection apply:
